VnmlerlMIt Woneroustly Gives it to 


Governor Cleveland. 


ALBANY, Nov. 8. 


There is no diminution in the nuinbor 


of congratulatory dispatches received by 
Cleveland. Colonel Lament, the Gov- 
ernor's private secretary, and several 
attaches, were constantly employed to- 
day opening and arranging messages. 
At least 4,000 have been received during 
the last two or three days, and they 
have come from ueurly every State in 
the Union. The Governor's mail is ex- 
ceedingly large. The Executive Chamber 
was thronged with visitors all day. 
Among the visitors was ex-Secretary of 
the Treasury Benjamin H. Bristow. 
The following letter was received by 
Governor Cleveland from William H. 
Yanderbilt. 


EON. GBOVEB CLEVELAND—MY BEAR 


SIB:—I congratulate you aud the people 
of the whole country upon your elec- 
tion to the Presidency of the United 
States. You owe your election, in my 
judgment, to the fact that the people 
believed you to bo an honesb mau, aud 
not to any particular efforts made by 
any faction of either the Democratic or 
Kepublican parties. Independent men 
•who care more for good government 
than for parties or individuals, have 
made you their choice, because they 
•were convinced that your administra- 
tion would not be for the benefit of any 
political organization or favored per- 
sons, but for the interest of the wbole 
people. This is just the result which 
s most desired. We have reached a 
fime when party amounts to little. The 
cjnntry is above all, and wants an 
h»nest Government by honest men. 
Tie belief that we will find it in you 
has led to your election.

Governor '1'rltle's Keport. 


F. A. Tritle, Governor of Arizona, in 


his anrraul report to the Secretary of 
the Interior, after referring to tho pros- 
perous condition of the Territory, says: 
"Th» uisuttled condition of the lund 
grants to the Atlantic and Pacific and 
Texas Pioiflc Jtailroads before Cu;i- 
gress is preventing, to a great exteut, 
the settlement of the Territory." 
The 


Governor siys that unless the extensive 
immigration of Mormons in the Terri- 
tory is restrained by law, he fears vio- 
lence. 
He urges an appropriation for 


sinking artesian wells in the highest 
valleys of Arizona, which will render 
fertile hundreds of thousands of acres. 
The report also urges a geological sur- 
vey by the Government and ths estab- 
lishment of a branch Mint. In conclu- 
sion, Governor Tritlo says that the time 
has arrived when the people of Arizona 
should be allowed to vote for the Piesi- 
deut of the United States, and thut 
their Delegate in Congress should be 
permitted to vote and exercise the rights 
of representatives of States. 


As all Prebidetitiifl appointments to of- 


fice must be approved by the Senate, it 
is easy to see how Republican control 
of that body can put a powerful check 
upon the Democratic expectation of 
making a "clean sweep" of the Federal 
offices.—Sac. Bee.

The annual report of Lieutenant Gen 


eral SheriJan has been made, covering 
the period from his assignment to th 
command of the army November 1 
1883, to November 1, 188 i. He say 
during this time the entire territor; 
under the supervision of United State 
troops has been unusually free from 
collisions, resulting in loss of either 
life or property, but that the services o 
the military iu the West cannot be safely 
dispensed with for many years to come 
With liberal allowances of ammunition 
aud bettei facilities for target practice 
than hitherto given, much thought anc 
attention has been given to rifle prac 
tice. The high scores attained in ihe 
annual contests for army prizes d«ring 
the past season attest the most gratify 
ing progress jn this vitally importau 
branch of military instruction. The 
establishment of a high grade of sharp 
shooters has developed many marksmen 
of wonderful skill in the use of the rifle 
at distancjs up to 1,008 yards, and i 
wmld be impossible for a close line o: 
battle to stand up before a skirmish 
line composed of our qualified marks- 
men. 


Tl>o Lieutenant General expresses 


great interest iu the National Guard o] 
the States, and thinks Congress should 
designate the number of mon each State 
should have, and provide for them arms 
aud camp nud garrison equipage under 


BOJDBO wise method of accountability foi 
this property whenever the State gov- 
ernment themselves appropriate sub- 
stantial sums of money for the support 
of thoir respective military bystems in 
such manner that theso sums ct.uuot be 
affected by party legislation.

He earn- 
estly invites immediate attention to the 
defensoloss condition of the seaboard 
cities, and earnestly recommends an 
early beginning of a general systeu of 
sencoiiat fortifications, to be constructed 
in accordance with the requirements in- 
volved by the latest improvements in 
heavy nttillery. 
"This Nation," he 


says, " is growing so lapidly that theiv 
are signs of oll:^i troubles, which, I hope, 
will not occui, u;id which probably will 
not come upon us, if both capital and 
abor will only be conservative. Still, 
t should be remembered that destructive 
explosives are easily made, and that 
banks, the United States Sub-Treasur- 
es, public buildings and large merean- 
ile houses can be readily demolished 
and the commerce of the entire cities 
lestroyecl by an infuriated people, with 
means curried with perfect safety to 
hemsolves, in the pockets of their 
Nothing."

ersonal wishes of tho President, after 
eing advised by tho Secretary of War 
nd the Lioutenant-Ganeral what Col- 
nel shall succeed him. Either Geu. 
'erry or Gen. Howard will succeed 
Hujor-Gen. Pope, and, whoever is pro- 
moted, there will be a vacant Brigadier- 
generalship. The retirement of Gen. 
lancock will open the way to the pro- 
motion of still another Brigadier-Gen- 
ral. In April, 1886, Inspector Saokett 
goes on the retired list, to be followed 
n July_ of that year by Gen. Newton, 
Chief of the Corps of Engintera, and in 
August by Surgeon-Gen. Murray. .

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—The news re 


oeiyed here to-day from New York has 
been of such a character as to give th 
Republicans encouragement to hop 
that an official count will give the State 
to Blaino by a good plurality. The ei 
oitemant still continues intense an 
everybody awaits with feverish anxiety 
the solution of the important problem 


The Star early in the day printed c 


special from New York saying that the 
National Committee had telegraphec 
Elaine that he was defeated. This re 
port, which remained uncontradictet 
for some hours, had a very depressing 
effect upon the Republicans until late: 
reports were read showing that Blaine'i 
plurality was increasing as later returns 
came in, when confidence was again 
restored. 
All the prominent Republi 


cans in the city ara of the belief that an 
official count will show that Dlaine has 
carried Now York. They will not ad 
mit that Blaino has been defeated unti 
the official figures showjthat such is the 
case. The confidence of their superiors 
hns encouraged the department clerks 
aud they are much more cheerful to-day 
than at any time since the election 
Some Democrats think to-day that their 
celebration of Cleveland's election last 
night was premature, and they are far 
more anxious than aro the Republicans. 


At both tho Congressional Committee 


rooms reports have boen received show- 
ing that the next House of Representa- 
tives will be Democratic by about forty 
majority. 
Tho Democrats here who 


believe that Cleveland has been elected 
are already discussing the question oi 
whether there will be a general dis- 
charge of Republican employes iu the 
offices here. The genera) opinion seems 
to be that Cleveland will rigidly adhere 
to civil service reform principles. Many 
are found who say that if Cleveland IB 
elected there will be a clean sweep ol 
all tho departments. 


General Butler arrived here to-day. 


When adked what he thought of the re- 
sult of the election, he said that he 
didn't know tha result, nor did any one 
else. He said that the result would 
not be known until the official returns 
decide it. He thought that m such a 
large vote as that in New York errors 
must be discovered, and said that they 
might increase Elaine's plurality or 
give the State to Cleveland.

Tbe luternttl Revenue. 


The annual report of Walter Evans 


Commissioner of Internal Revenue, fo 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1884, ha 
bsen submitted to the Secretary of thi 
Treasury. Tho total receipts from al 
sources of internal revenue taxation fo 
the year were $121,590,039, as comparei 
with $144,553,344 for the year 1883 
§146,523,273 for tho your 1882, ant 
$135,229,912 for the year 1881. 
It i 


estimated that $115,000,000 will he col 
looted during the present fiscal year 
The payment of the tax on the large 
production of spirits in 1881 was a 
material factor in the collect-Ions during 
tho past year. Tho Commissioner says 
a falling off ia autioipatsd during the 
present year, which will follow from 
the diminished quantity of Bourbon 
and rye whiskies which was produced 
in 1882, on which the tajc will mature 
during the current fiscal year. An- 
other cause contributing to a reduction 
of the receipts will ba the largely in- 
creased exportation of spirits in bond, 
on which, for various reasons, 
the 


owners cannot pay the tax. Something 
like 10,000,000 gallons have already 
been forced abroad during the current 
calendar year because of the stagnation 
in trade and the refusal of Congress to 
extend tho bonded period. A compara- 
tive statement of the receipts for the 
fiscal years 1883 and 1834 shows a de- 
crease of $16,041,850 from tobacco; an 
increase of $2,536,010 from spirits; an 
increase of $1,18-1,338 from liquors, and 
a decrease of $10,042,404 from taxes 
under repealed laws and penalties, mak- 
ing the total decrease $22,903,306.
